Approve Illinois 
Toll Road Law 
Expect Announcement of 
Proposed Routes Friday 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. {.IP)—The Illinois Supreme court to- 


day upheld the 1953 toll road act, clearing the way for fi- 
nancing and construction of a system of turnpikes in the 
state. 
In an opinion written by Justice 


Ralph Maxwell of Nashville, the 
court affirmed a Sungamon county 
circuit court fdecision approving 
the law. 
, 


A three member commission set 


up under the act is- planning a 
3,000 mile, one billion dollar net- 
work of pay-as-you-go thorough- 
fares crisscrossing the stale. 
Routes under consideration are ex- 
pected to be announced Friday. 


(irunl of Power 


The legislature gave the com- 


mission power to issue bonds at 
interest rates up to 5 per cent and 
for terms as long as 40 years. The 
bonds would be rctirable from toll 
road revenues. 


One 
of the 
chief 
arguments 


raised against the law was that 
allowing issuance of bonds to be so 
retired violated a. constitutional 
provision requiring a referendum 
of state indebtedness. 


On this point, the court said: 
"It is clear from a reading of 


the act that bonds arc not an obli- 
gation of the state by rfcason of 
the express language to such ef- 
fect. 


"This modern method of finan- 


cing is founded basically on the 


propoKition that the slate assumes 
no obligation and the holder of the 
bond is duly notified of the fact." 


The act also was challenged on 


the ground thai 11 violnlcd the con- 
slilulional doctrine of separation 
of powers. 


The opinion said that delegation 


of the powers given lo Hie toll road 
commission is valid -because "ii 
Is not the legislative function that 
is being exercised, it is administra 
live and ministerial." 


Discussing the right of eminent

PEORIA. 111. tf>— It can be down- 


right dangerous to be a city offi- 
cial in the free-and-easy river city 
of Peoria. 


On May 20 a bomb ripped the 


home of Mayor Robert D. Morgan. 
Before that, a death threat was 
phoned to his. wife by a man who 
told her -she soon was to "become 
a' widow." 
. The home of -former mayor Jo- 
seph O. Malone was peppered with 
bullets. Another former mayor, 
Carl O. Triebel, reported he had 
been threatened many times. 


In 1949, the home of .Michael A. 


Shore, then Peoria county state's 
attorney, '.was shattered by a bomb 
after he had failed to heed death 
threats. 


The key to the .violence seems 


to be "vice interests." 


Morgan's, immediate reaction to 


the blast 'which shattered a base- 
ment wall of his home while he, 
his wife and their two children 
were asleep was a statement that 
"vice interests" were responsible 
and he would not be intimidated. 


Morgan wasvelected last year on 


a platform promise to stamp out 
gambling and prostitution. He has 
revoked the licenses of 25 taverns 
since then. 


Morgan also rebuilt the police 


force and supervised some 50 vice 
raids. ' 


Police, pressing for clues to last 


week's bombing, have placed a 
guard at the home of City Manager 
George E. Bean, who has helped 
manage the anti-vice drive.

It's Up to McCarthy If 
He Takes Stand or Not 


Constitution Grants Him Immunity; 
Senatorial Courtesy Also Prevails

WASHINGTON (*>-!£ Sen. Mc- 


Carthy should change his mind 
and walk out. the senators investi- 
gating his fight with Army officials 
would have th« choice' of trying 
to make him testify or of doing: 
nothing about it. 


The Wisconsin senator, says he 


will be available for testimony un- 
less something unforeseen turns 
up. 


Because the Constitution says a 


member of Congress can't be ar- 
rested- during a- session of Con- 
gress except for treason, a felony 
or breach of tne peace, the Sena- 
tors might feel they could not 
legally subpoena him if he refused 
to testify. 


Because he's a senator, they 


might be reluctant to do anything 
anyway, although a plain citizen 
who refused to answer their ques- 
tions would be nailed with a con- 
tempt of Congress charge in a 
hurry. 
* 


Senators have never been eager 


to use extreme measures on one 
another. They jaw at one another. 
Sometimes they campaign against 
one another, but it's a rare day 
when a senator is expelled or even 
rebuked. 


This kind of consideration for 


one another is probably a form of 
self-preservation. Whatever they 
do to any one of their number 
today might be done to any one 
of them tomorrow. 
, 


This kind of regard which sena- 


tors have for senators is more a 
matter 
of 
you-scratch-my-back- 


and-I'll-scratch-yours than it is of 
senatorial c o u r t e s y , a phrase 
which gets thrown around a little 
carelessly. Among. political scien- 
tists "senatorial courtesy" nas a 
very special meaning limited to a 
ca.se like this: 


The President nominates a Call- 


fornian for-a government job < but 
fails to consult one of the Call- 
fornia senators beforehand. The 
nominee cannot have tht job un- 
less the Senate approve*. But we 
of the senators from California 
objects, and the Senate does not 
approve. 


Senator*, being politicians with 


a normal appreciation for the 
value of patronage, like to have a 
hand in naming a home.state man 
to a government position. For that 
reason, they, like .to be consulted, 
at least, when the. President does 
the picking. 
, : 


The objecting" senator can- let 


his feelings be known without us- 
ing the traditional phrase of ob- 
jection: ^'Thls nominee is person- 
ally obnoxious to me." Sometimes 
the other senators go along with 
him and withhold their approval, 
sometimes they approve over his 
objections. Senatorial courtesy is 
not an ironclad rule.

Change Court Make-Up 


.Since the time of President U. S. Grant, the number of 


Supreme Court justices has been fixed at nine. But a lot of 
{lawmakers have never forgotten that the late Franklin D. 
'Roosevelt tried in 193T to increase the total to to.

That memory lies behind the present proposal to amend 


.'the Constitution to fix the limit at nine.

The plan, sponsored by Sen. John Marshall Butler of 


JMaryland, already has been approved by the senate and must 
»now win adoption by a two-thirds margin in the house before 
'submission to the state legislatures.

The Constitution mentions no set number of justices. It 


•'was left to congress to determine that 
Senator Hennings, 


fMissouri Democrat, thinks it wrong to "clutter the Consti- 
'tution with a specific figure which might some day have to 
Jbe changed, if, for example, the court takes on a greater work 
jload.

On the other hand, there seems sound reason for protect- 


ing the court's structure against the ebb and flow of political 
'whim. As it stands, the caprice of either congress alone or 
'the executive in company with a willing congress can alter 
I markedly the make-up of the tribunal.

The situation was saved in 1937 only because Mr. Roose- 


Ivelt's packing plan aroused stiff opposition among both Dem- 
;ocrats and Republicans on Capitol Hill. The story might be

To be sure, nine is not a sacred number. But it has 


•proved practicable in terms of present-day Supreme court 
' requirements. 
The figure is not so long as to impose an im- 


• possible burden of cases upon the justices. 


Nor is it so high as to make the court more of an assem- 


|bly in which necessary exchange of judicial views would be- 
icome an unwieldy process. 


Thus, if the Supreme Court is to be reasonably insulated 


from the normal political tides, the present amendment would 
appear to have some validity. There is nothing hard and fast 
about a figure placed in the Constitution.

It can be changed in the same way it can be originally 


fixed. Speedy action is not of the essence where the court 
is concerned. 


Hennings had a stronger point, however, when he com- 


plained *of the slipshod fashion in which the senate approved 
the Butler amendment. After one day of hearings, the judi- 
ciary committee reported the measure favorably. The next 
day, following the briefest debate (in which only two sena- 
tors spoke in full-dress style), the proposal won a 58 to 19 
endorsement. 


That is hardly the manner a responsible body ought to 


show in seeking to modify the basic law of the land. Since 
the "greatest deliberative body in the world" chose not to 
deliberate, it is up to the house to remind the senators what 
they are supposed to be doing on Capitol Hill. 


Full discussion is in order on even the most meritorious 


change in the Constitution. 


Think It Over, Boys 


The prospect of a record surplus of wheat this year un- 


derlines again the necessity for developing a sound solution 
to the nation's farm problems. 


Officials say the outlook now is for a 1954 winter and 


spring wheat crop of close to one billion bushels. While most 
postwar years have exceeded that level, it is still very high. 
Before 1944 only one year in U. S. history saw a billion-bushel 
crop. 


Moreover, this production will be piled on top of an ex- 


pected carry-over of some 875 million bushels at the end of 
the "crop year" on June 30. That would push the total sup- 
ply for next season above the 1953 figure—a record 1,731,- 
500,000 bushels. 


It should be noted that the 1954 production showing 


may be achieved despite drought and a 20 per cent cut in 
wheat acreage. Furthermore, domestic consumption and ex- 
port sales have been abnormally low, whicb/ought to have 
discouraged output. 


That these factors may fail lo stem the flow of wheat 


to storage bins is principally due to the strong offsetting en- 
couragement of artificially maintained 90 per cent of parity 
prices. Let the lawmakers who want those supports kept 
high ponder the newest flood of grain.

Given at Woman's Club 
Annual May Breakfast 


The annual May Breakfast of the Dixon Woman's club was held on 


Saturday morning at Maxon's Manor in, Oregon. Following the social 
hour reports of the state convention of the Illinois Federation of Worn- 
en's clubs were given. Mrs. H. F. Krahler, president of the Dixon club; 
Mrs. HowardC. Byers, Mrs. Ftenk Scholl and Mrs. C. F. Johnston, Jr., 
were delegates in attendance from Dixon. and all gave reports. 


Some of the potentialities of prl 


vate organizations for "peace mak- 
ing at a moment-of great peril . . 
in the affairs of men" were point- 
ed out by Envin D. Canham, edi- 
, tor of the Christian Science Moni- 
tor, who was one of the convention 
speakers. "What government can 
do in its information program and 
its policy making is the smallest 
part of the true voice of America" 
said Canham. He said that 
Clarence Randall nad not over- 
stated the case'when he wrote: 
"We are a nation of voluntary or- 
ganizations, and it may be that 
when the history of our times is 
written, this characteristic 
will 


stand out as our most revolution- 
ary contribution to the advance- 
ment of human welfare by demo- 
cratic processes." 


World Situation 


Reviewing the world situation, 


Canham said he believed Ameri- 
ca's most notable failure has been 
in the task of "long-rang peace 
making." "We have forgotten," he 
continued, "that we free men are 
the true revolutionaries of modern 
history, and that the totalitarians 
—whether of the right or the left- 
are reactionaries. We must mobil- 
ize "our spiritual resources— 
which are in fact very' concrete 
said practical forces—for the task 
of winning the in-between majori- 
ties of the world who have not de- 
cided which way to turn," refer- 
ring in particular to India. 


"I would propose," said Mr. Can- 


ham, "that every voluntary private 
organization in the United States 
should ask Itself: What can this 
organization do to spread and dem- 
onstrate the concept of a free sys- 
tem to the world? There are thou* 
ands of veteran's posts, thousands 
of women's clubs, civic groups, la- 
bor unions, fraternal societies, or- 
ganized farmers and church 
groups. If each branch of these 
varied and representative organ 
Izations would start some single 
program of international commu- 
nication in the interest of freedom, 
however, modest, it would add up 
to a critical mass of incalculable 
potency," he said. "Bonds of com- 
munity, not political community, 
but of the mutual experience and 
interests of the people." he contin- 
ued, "do not threaten the true 
values of national sovereignty, but 
they can build mighty foundations 
for understanding." 


By using the "time we have 


bought to press forward with pro- 
grams for freedom, voluntary or- 
ganizations could change American 
failure to victory in the cold war, 
he said. 


Woman Attorney Speak* 


Mrs. Edith Sampson, noted Ne- 


pro attorney from Chicago, was 
another of the speakers, who told 
her audience that she was con' 
vinced in what she had observed 
In lecture tours in Asia and Europe 
that the main aim of the Soviets i 
to stir up hatred against the Uni- 
ted States and to discredit it in the 
eyes of the free world, thereby 
weakening American / leadership. 
She said, "You can't hurt any of 
God's children and go unharmed 
yourself. World security begins at 
home." "You and I," she said, 


, "can be of service to our country 


in helping her come of age in 
showing the way to the people in 
our respective communities through 
individual effort and by participa- 
ting with organizations designed to 
improve relationships among all 
the people."

Russian?- Confident 


After a month of talk, there 


seems no prospect of anything but 
obstruction and deadlock.

. Communism is relying heavily 
on a drive to turn Asian national- 
ism and Asian fears into potent 
weapons against the West in a 
long-term struggle for domination 
of a continent. 


The United States has been los- 


ing battles in this propaganda war, 
though it has not yet, by any 
means, lost the war. Asian distrust 
of the "West, after a century of 
c o l o n i a l domination, is being 
twisted and turned against the 
United States in a political-psycho- 
logical offensive designed to win 
cheap victories. 
'•- • 
Aim At Intellectual* 


The Communists are not con- 


cerned with masses now. This war 
Is' for the intellectuals, the edu- 


cated layer of Asians from whose 
ranks come the raw materials for 
government and leadership. 


In those ranks. America has 


been losing friends. They aie not 
going over to the Communist side, 
but in frustration are retiring into 
a neutral shell. And that nerves 
the Communist cause. 


For one who has just returned 


from Asia theie is an atmosphere 
almost of fantasy here in Geneva. 
Talk, of "united action" in Asia 
seems removed from reality. 


At.the momerit. prospects, seem 


dim for any Southeast Asia de- 
fense system under United States 
inspiration or protection. They may 
yet change as the Communist 
breath gets hotter on Southeast 
Asian necks. If so, the United 
States hopes 10. have the frame- 
work of an fUiance which those 
nations can join if they choose. 


Share Belief 


• But in an extensive lour of that 
vast, underdeveloped, poverty • 
ridden area I found that, with few 
exceptions.

an leaders spoke frankly of their 
fears and frustrations in trying to 
build new nations in an area whose 
unplumbed riches and geographic- 
al position make it a tempting tar- 
get for Red expansion. 


"Those who want to be friends 


of the United States are falling 
silent now," an elderly pro-Amer- 
ican statesman told me sadly. "It 
is becoming just as politically un- 
wise in this part of the world to 
take the side of the United States 
as it is for you in the states to take 
the part of Red China." 


Fear Reds, War 


Asian leaders are alive to the in- 


ternal Communist threat and have 
been fighting it consistently. They 
fear communism. But first of all 
they fear a new general war. 


Because of this, however mis- 


takenly, they fear the 
United 


States. They do not believe Amer- 
icans have any aggressive designs 
on them. But they have a dread 
that actions of the Uiiited States 
in a head-on clash with the Soviet 
Union mighU plunge Asia into the 
most dreadful of all war*. 


They insist they have won sub- 


stantial victories over their domes- 
live communists and can keep them 
in check, short of invasion from 
China. 


But many of these anti-Commu- 


nist leaders themselves help Com- 
munist propaganda along. Anti- 
colonialism is the cement holding 
these new nations together. Many 
a leader is not averse to trans- 
ferring the former fear of Britain, 
France or Holland over to the 
United States. Several frankly ad- 
mitted this to me. 


Counted Out 


Certainly the two largest nations, 


Indian and Indonesia, would have 
to be counted out of a Southeast 
Asian alliance as matters stand 
now. And Burma likely would cast 
a cautious IOOK northward. That 
leaves Pakistan. Thailand and 
Malaya, short of a defense line 
pushed all the' way back to the 
Pacific island chain.

PHILADELPHIA (* — Charles 


Albert (Chief; Bender, all-time 
pitching great with the Philadel- 
phia Athletics, and one of the 
most beloved .baseball figures of 
the century, died Saturday night 
at the ago of 71. 


The old chief, wasted by heart 


disease and cancer, had been con- 
fined to the hospital for some 
months. His oevoted wife of 40 
years was at the bedside when he 
died. 


Always a favorite with both fans 


and players, Bender spent vir- 
tually his entire career with the 
Athletics. 


.He was discovered by Connie 


Mack shortly alter the turn of the 
century^ while playing at the Car- 
lisle (Pa.) Indian school, alma 
mater of another late great In- 
dian athlete, j:m Thorpe. 


In his major league competition, 


which stretched from 1903 to 1917, 
Bender had an overall record 'of 
212 wins and 128 losses. 
' 


More recently he had been on 


the A's pitching coach staff where 
he developed several youngsters 
including Bobby Shantz. 


The Chief was a star in the 


early days of the sport and often 
joked about the fact that he never 
made more than $2,400 a season 
for his "high-priced" talent. 


On the reco.'d. his greatest ac- 


colade undoubtedly was being vot- 
ed into the baseball Hall of Fame. 


But Roy MacK, A's general man- 


ager, commented on learning of

Farm Support 
Deadlock Seen 


Existing Flexible Price 
Plan May Become Effective 


WASHINGTON (»- Sen. Know- 


and (R-Calif) said today there is 
a. "possibility" that congress will 
deadlock over farm legislation and 
hus let flexible price supports go 
into effect under existing law. 


Knowland, the senate's Republi- 


can leader, said in an interview 
he doesn't know what,is going to 
happen in the controversy which 
las found "many Democrats and 
some Republicans lined up behind 
proposals to continue price props 
on major field crops at 90 per cent 
of parity. 


May Disagree 


But he said "It certainly is a 


possibility" that the two houses of 
:ongress will fail to agree on a 
farm bill. 


President Eisenhower has urged 


abandonment of the present system 
of mandatory price supports on 
basic field crops at 90 per cent of 
parity and its replacement by a 
system of flexible props ranging 
from 75 to 90 per cent of parity. 
Parity is a standard for measuring 
farm prices said by law to give 
farmers a fair return in relation 
to prices they pay for things they 
buy. 


Congress in 1918 arid 1919 put 


on the books a flexible support 
system, although not in the form 
the Eisenhower administration has 
recommended. But it has post- 
poned its effective date from year 
to year, continuing the rigid 90 per 
cent props first provided in war- 
time to stimulate production. 


The 90 per cent supports now arc 


slated to expire at Uie end of the 
1951 crop year and failure of con- 
gress to pass new legislation would 
permit the flexible plan how on 
the books to go into effect. 


Recommends Freeze 


Eisenhower recommended that, 


to ease the impact of a change to 
flexible supports, up to 2'/i billion 
dollars worth of crops the govern- 
ment now holds be "frozen" and 
ignored in figuring support levels. 


This provision is not Included in 
the 1948-49 legislation. 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson 


has said he would recommend a 
presidential veto if congress votes 
for rigid supports. 
South Korea 
Rejects Red 
Unity Plan 


GENEVA III—South Korean For- 


eign Minister Pyun Yung-tai an- 
nounced 
today 
his 
government 


would reject Red China's plan for 
unification of Korea. 


Pyun also told a news confer- 


ence his nation was "dead against 
any form of coalition" with Com- 
munist-run North Korea." 


"Coalition always means 
the 


cancellation of the non-Communist 
regime," he said. 
' 


Pyun made it clear South Ko- 


rea would not go along with the 
proposal submitted to the Geneva 
conference Saturday by Red 
China's Premier Chou En-lai for a 
neutral nations commission _to su- 
pervise election in Korea. 


Chou had made his proposal in 


turning down a South Korean plan 
calling for U.N.. supervision. South 
Korea agreed to countrywide elec- 
tions but insisted that Chinese 
troops in North Korea must be 
withdrawn into China a month be- 
fore the voting.
